The roar of more than 5,000 motor¬ 
cycles won’t be able to drown out 
the memories of the Twin Towers 
collapsing into dust. 

But three motorcyclists from 
Halifax will be there on the 10th 
anniversaiy of the 9-11 attacks to 
represent a city that helped out so 
generously that day. 

Denise Pelrine, Ann Savoy 
MacKelvie and Elizabeth Pass are 
HRM residents and members of 
Motor Maids, a women’s-only 
motorcycling club that dates back 
to 1940. Their club was asked to 
escort members of the Interna¬ 
tional Associations of Firefighters 
Motorcycle Group from New¬ 
burgh, N.Y., to Ground Zero on the 
10th anniversaiy of the attacks on 
Sunday. 

“We’re very proud to be asked 
to escort them in. It’s awe-inspir¬ 
ing,” said Pelrine, who will cariy 
the Nova Scotia fiag on her bike. 

In total, 12 Canadian Motor 
Maids will participate in the rally: 
Three from Nova Scotia, two from 
New Brunswick and seven from

Ontario. They’ll all be wearing 
donated helmets from firefighters 
in their hometowns. 

“The Americans recognize 
Canada as a real sister, a support in 
what happened,” said MacKelvie. 

Like eveiyone, the three women 
easily recall where they were on 
Sept. 11, 2001, and the feelings 
that washed over them as the news 
hit. 

“Everyone was so blown apart 
by what was going on. 1 remem¬ 
ber calling to offer my home (for 
stranded passengers),” said Pass. 

So many other Haligonians had 
stepped up to open their homes to 
the thousands of airline passen¬ 
gers who were stranded by the no- 
fly zone that Pass’s offer wasn’t 
needed. 

“It’s a sin and a tragedy when it 
happens but it’s great to see peo¬ 
ple respond like that. It shows the 
Nova Scotia spirit for sure,” Pel¬ 
rine said.

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Crosby 
to update 
recovery 

Pittsburgh Penguins 
captain Sidney Crosby is ex¬ 
pected to provide an update 
today on the progress of his 
recoveiy from a concussion. 

Crosby, who hasn’t 
played since suffering a 
head injuiy in January, will 
speak to reporters at CON¬ 
SOL Energy Center, the NHL 
team said yesterday 

Crosby has seen concus¬ 
sion specialists around the 
United States this summer. 
They have been monitoring 
his progress as he tries to 
shake headaches and other 
concussion s 3 miptoms. 

No specific timetable has 
been set for the Cole 
Harbour native’s return to 
the ice. The 2007 NHL MVP 
made progress over the 
summer and took part in 
his normal off-season work¬ 
out program that includes 
skating, shooting, stickhan¬ 
dling and off-ice work. 

However, when Crosby 
got to 90 per cent exertion 
in his workouts, the 
headaches returned. At that 
point, his doctors and train¬ 
ers altered his workouts ac¬ 
cordingly. Training camp 
opens Sept. 16 and 
Pittsburgh plays its first reg¬ 
ular-season game Oct. 6.

It’s a new school year with a 
new pohcy on head hce. 

Thousands of students in 
HRM started a fresh school 
year yesterday morning, 
and new this year is a re¬ 
vised policy that will allow 
kids to attend school even 
though they may have lice 
nits in their hair. 

Previously, kids with lice 
had to be inspected and 


completely free of the pests 
before returning to school. 

But Pubhc Health advised 
otherwise, said Doug 
Hadley, Halifax Regional 
School Board spokesman. 

“Pubhc Health’s advice to 
us was students should not 
be excluded from school be¬ 
cause they have lice, so our 
new policy states students 
can return when they re¬ 
ceive (the first) treatment,” 
Hadley said. 

“Pubhc Health advised us 
hce don’t pose a risk to the 


health of a child or a family. 
It’s a nuisance.” 

And removing kids from 
school for several days or a 
week can impact their 
learning. 

The board doesn’t keep 
statistics on how many 
school days are lost to hce, 
but it is a problem that 
crops up several times a 
year. 

What’s not new this year 
is declining enrolment. Offi¬ 
cial numbers for this year 
won’t be tabulated until the

end of the month, but it is 
no doubt down again. 

“I expect we’ll be in the 
neighbourhood of 49,500,” 
Hadley said. 

There were just over 
50,000 students last year. He 
said it’s not surprising, 
since enrolment has been 
declining for several years.

Hurricane Katia is ex¬ 
pected to be a “marine 
event” but there’s a chance 
it could bring heavy rain to 
southern Nova Scotia this 
weekend. 

“It’s expected to take a 
sharp eastward turn as it 
approaches Cape Cod but 
the timing of that turn will 
be particularly challenging 
to predict,” said Chris Foga¬ 
rty with the Canadian Hur¬ 
ricane Centre in 
Dartmouth. 

Right now computer 
models suggest Katia will 
turn fairly south of the Mar- 
itimes on Friday but that 
could change and meteorol¬ 


ogists are watching it close¬ 
ly. And it wouldn’t take 
much of a shift in its track 
for it to dump rain in Nova 


Scotia, Fogarty said. 

“Wherever it ends up go¬ 
ing to our south, it will like¬ 
ly be hurricane strength

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Helping NewPage 
out of the woods

key players about closure, potential loss of 1,000 jobs 


Nova Scotia Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter says the provin¬ 
cial government is tiying 
to find a buyer for the 
troubled NewPage pulp 
and paper mill following 
news the Ohio-based com¬ 
pany has filed for protec¬ 
tion from its creditors. 

Dexter said in a state¬ 
ment late yesterday that 
it’s clear the province 
needs to work with all lev¬ 
els of government to help 
identify a buyer for the 
mill, which is scheduled to 
close in Point Tupper later 
this month. 

“The province has al¬ 
ready reached out to po¬ 
tential buyers and will 
now aggressively work 
with our partners to at¬ 
tract a new buyer as quick-

ly as possible,” he said. 

Dexter said he will an¬ 
nounce details Friday of an 
initiative to help woodland 
contractors who supply 
wood to the mill. 

“Now that efforts will 
need to be focused on 
identifying a new buyer 


for the mill, it is more im¬ 
portant than ever to keep 
the woodland infrastruc¬ 
ture in place and contrac¬ 
tors working,” he said. 

“This will help make 
the sale of the mill more 
attractive to potential buy¬ 
ers.” 

Earlier in the day, Cen¬ 
tral Nova MP Peter MacKay 
said he’s committed to do¬ 
ing what he can to address 
the impending closure of 
the NewPage mill. 

MacKay didn’t offer 
specifics, saying a m 5 n:iad 
of issues are behind the 
mill’s indefinite closure. 

“I can assure you we are 
going to do everything we 
can to support this effort,”

Feds to 
spend 
$7.5M on 
summit 

The federal government 
will spend $7.5 million to 
fund the Halifax Interna¬ 
tional Security Forum for 
the next three years. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay outlined plans 
for this year’s gathering 
in Hahfax of security and 


defence experts from 
Nov. 18-20. 

MacKay says he 
expects about 300 
delegates to attend this 
year’s forum, which will 
discuss the implications 
of the Arab Spring and 
lessons learned from the 
9-11 terrorist attacks on 
the United States in 2001. 

The forum, now in its 
third year, has drawn big- 
name participants in the 
past including Israeli De¬ 
fence Minister Ehud 
Barak and former U.S. de¬ 
fence secretary Robert 
Gates.

While there was plenty of 
news this summer, it does¬ 
n’t appear to have shifted 
voters’ opinions of Nova 
Scotia’s three main politi¬ 
cal parties. 

A new Corporate Re¬ 
search Associates poll 
found 41 per cent of re¬ 
spondents would vote 
NDP if an election were 
held today — down one 
point from May. The Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives 
found themselves in sec¬ 
ond place for the second 
quarter in a row at 30 per 
cent, while the Liberals re¬ 
bounded to 26 per cent. 

All three shifts are prac¬ 
tically within the poll’s 
margin of error of 3.5 per 
cent, and 40 per cent of re¬ 
spondents were undecid¬ 
ed or did not answer. 

“Most people were talk¬ 
ing about the weather this 
summer and not much 
else,” said CRA CEO Don 
Mills. “It was a pretty low- 
profile time for the politi¬ 
cal parties.” 


It’s good news for the 
NDP, who also saw voter 
satisfaction increase two 
points to 49 per cent. That 
may have less to do with 
the provincial govern¬ 


ment’s performance, ac¬ 
cording to Mills, than a 
spike in the NDP’s for¬ 
tunes across Atlantic 
Canada. 

“The one thing that I’m

speculating about that, 
though, is that it’s attrib¬ 
uted more to what’s going 
on nationally than provin- 
cially,” said Mills. 

“But nonetheless, 
they’ve got a good lead ... 
and their performance 
numbers are inching up 
very slowly, but at least 
going in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

Darrell Dexter’s person¬ 
al popularity as premier 
also rose, up three points 
to 31 per cent. That’s an 
eight-point increase over 
his February 2011 low of 
23 per cent. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil also saw a three- 
point jump to 23 per cent, 
while Progressive Conser¬ 
vative Leader Jamie Baillie 
fell four points to 17 per 
cent. 


‘Unfair’ Labour Day 
campaign slagged 


A union official is taking 
the Canadian Taxpayers’ 
Federation to task for a 
Labour Day message he 
calls “slimy.” 

Danny Cavanagh, presi¬ 
dent of the Nova Scotia 
branch of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 
said the CTF’s Unfair 
Labour Day campaign is an 
effort to oversimplify the 
relationship between 
private- and pubhc-sector 
employees. 

“The CTF appears to 
hold a world view where all 
working people should be 
making minimum wage, 
with no pensions and no 
benefits,” Cavanagh said in 
a release. “But to tiy and 
target the one day of the 
year when labour gets to 


celebrate its 

accomplishments is just 
downright slimy.” 

The Unfair Labour Day 
campaign highlights what 
the CTF calls “the most se¬ 
rious labour issue in Cana¬ 
da” — namely the gap in 
pay and benefits between 
public-sector employees 
and “everybody else.” 

“I’d just say that using 
schoolyard language 
doesn’t change the facts 
that taxpayers are on the 
hook for growing adminis¬ 
trative and salaiy costs in 
government,” said CTF At¬ 
lantic director Kevin Lacey 
yesterday. “And it’s 
something we’re going to 
continue to speak out 
about.”

Hell rained down all 
around him on 9-11, but 
what Lyle Owerko remem¬ 
bers most 10 years after 
that fateful day is the blue 
sky. 

“It just was truly excep¬ 
tional,” he told Metro. “Un¬ 
fortunately, it provided a 
beautiful backdrop for 
something so horrible.” 

The University of Cal¬ 
gary graduate and long¬ 
time local resident had 
just returned from a photo 
excursion in Africa. Jet- 
lagged, his bag of gear was 
still packed when the first 
plane struck the World 
Trade Center just blocks 
from his apartment in 
New York’s Tribeca neigh¬ 


bourhood. 

“I reacted immediately 
to the sound,” he said. 

Owerko raced outside 
and was alerted to the 
smoking crash site near 
the top of the North Tower. 
He raced to the scene, 
loading film along the way. 

“The tragedy really 
started unfolding,” he said. 

Fieiy debris and chaos 
littered the street, and des¬ 
perate people began leap¬ 
ing to their death from the 
upper floors. 

Owerko actually caught 
some of the individuals on 
film as they fell, but it was 
an image he took just mo¬ 
ments later that would 
launch his work into the 
spotlight. 

A second plan roared in¬ 
to Lower Manhattan on a 
collision course with the 
South Tower. Owerko 


pointed his camera to¬ 
wards the top of the tower, 
fired, and caught the exact 
moment of impact. 

“I knew I had some¬ 
thing, I didn’t know it was 
the apex,” he said. 

The historic photo 
would appear on the cover 
Time magazine the next 
day and go on to receive 
critical acclaim from presi¬ 
dents, world-famous pho¬ 
tographers and many 
others. 

Today, the 43-year-old 
remains a dedicated pho¬ 
tographer — the memo¬ 
ries of 9-11 travel with him 
every day. 

“You can’t go through 
something like that and 
not have it affect you,” he 
said. “At the same time, I 
just tiy to show compas¬ 
sion for people through 
my work.”

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Gadhafi regime 
chiefs flee to Niger 

O Convoy crosses border, may include Gadhafi family members 
O Could be heading for asylum in Burkina Faso 



Armed loyalists of Moam- 
mar Gadhafi, including 
top brass, crossed in con¬ 
voys from Libya into 
neighbouring Niger yes¬ 
terday, with the toppled 
Libyan leader’s own secu¬ 
rity chief at the head of 
one of the columns as it 
rolled into the capital of 
this desert nation, offi¬ 
cials said. 

U.S. officials in Wash¬ 
ington told The Associated 
Press that senior Libyan 
military defectors were 
travelling in one of the 
convoys. The officials 
spoke on condition of 
anon 5 miity to discuss pri¬ 
vate exchanges between 
the U.S. and Niger. 

Customs official 


Harouna Ide told AP that 
Mansour Dao, Gadhafi’s 
security chief, was at the 
head of the first convoy. 
He said other Libyan con¬ 
voys were south of Agadez 
in central Niger, a desert 
country that borders 
Libya and where Gadhafi 
has the support of many 
Tuareg tribal fighters. 

It wasn’t clear if Gad¬ 
hafi family members were 
in the convoys but al-Ara- 
biya television quoted 
Niger Foreign Minister 
Bazoum Mohamed as say¬ 
ing Gadhafi himself was 
not present. 

Ass arid Ag Imbar- 
caouane, an official from 
neighbouring Mali, said a 
convoy was carrying Gad-

hafi’s entourage. Imbar- 
caouane is second vice- 
president of the National 
Assembly of Mali and is a 
pro-Gadhafi Tuareg 

leader. 

Gadhafi, who ruled 
Libya for more than 40 
years, has been on the 
run since losing control of 
his capital, Tripoli, last 
month. The rebels say at 
least two of his sons had 
been in the town of Bani 


Walid, one of the last re¬ 
maining pro-Gadhafi 
strongholds, in recent 
days. Moussa Ibrahim, 
Gadhafi’s spokesman and 
one of his key aides, was 
still believed to be in the 
town, rebel officials said. 

Thousands of rebel 
fighters have surrounded 
the town as their leaders 
tried to negotiate a sur¬ 
render deal. 

The rebels have extend¬ 
ed to Saturday a deadline 
for the surrender of Sirte 
and other loyalist areas, 
though some rebel offi¬ 
cials have said they could 
attack Bani Walid sooner 
because it has so many 
prominent loyalists.

Palestinian appeal to UN will go ahead 


The Palestinians said yes¬ 
terday they would not give 
in to American pressure to 
drop their bid for state¬ 
hood at the United Na¬ 
tions, taking a tough 
position ahead of a meet¬ 
ing with a senior U.S. dele¬ 


gation. 

Two senior White House 
envoys, David Hale and 
Dennis Ross, arrived in the 
region yesterday for talks 
with Israel and Palestinian 
officials. The U.S. has been 
tiying to persuade the 


Palestinians to drop their 
plan to ask the UN this 
month to approve their in¬ 
dependence and instead re¬ 
sume peace talks with 
Israel. 

Yasser Abed Rabbo, a top 
adviser to Palestinian Presi¬ 


dent Mahmoud Abbas, said 
there was httle the Ameri¬ 
cans could do to change 
the Palestinians’ plans. 

“We are going to the 
United Nations, regardless 
of objections or pressure,”

Pour into bowl 
with gelatin and stir un¬ 
til gelatin dissolves.

In small bowl, combine 
cool water with remain¬ 
ing 2 envelopes of gela¬ 
tin. Let sit for 5 minutes, 
then add boiling water.

Engine Seating and space 


How many airbags? 


Keeping the iQ^on the go and hope¬ 
fully out of trouble is a 1.3-litre 
four-cylinder engine that 
generates 94 horsepower and 89 
pound-feet of torque. 

That is minimal, but 
considering the car’s modest 970- 
kilogram curb weight, it’s likely all 
that’s needed for most urban driv¬ 
ing scenarios. 


This so-called “micro subcompact” offers a unique seating 
arrangement, with the driver’s chair positioned a few cen¬ 
timetres aft of the front passenger seat. 

This arrangement allows for a reasonable legroom 
assigned to the spot behind the shotgun position, but 
barely any such space exists behind the driver. Full Monty 
seat deplo 3 mient also results in a mere mail slot’s worth of 
storage space, accessible through the rear hatch. But with 
the rear seat folded, stashing a couple of sets of golf clubs 
or full-size suitcases would not be out of the question. 


The iQ^isn’t particularly wide — nearly 
equal to the fortwo in this regard — but 
the offset front-seat layout should provide 
sufficient space to prevent elbow 
collisions. 

It also features an amazing 11 airbags 
strategically located about the cabin. The 
list includes the first-ever rear-window 
airbag plus driver and front-passenger 
knee and seat-cushion airbags.

More than four decades ago. 
North Americans began a 
love affair with an inexpen¬ 
sive little two-door run¬ 
about that Toyota 
introduced to North Ameri¬ 
ca from its Japanese home¬ 
land. The Corolla badge has 
so far been affixed to 40 mil- 
hon vehicles. 

Certainly Toyota isn’t ex¬ 
pecting its Scion-branded iQ^ 
to be a case of histoiy re¬ 
peating, but if just a little of 
that of Corolla mojo rubs 
off on this tiniest of four¬ 
seaters, the automaker 
would definitely have an¬ 
other hit on its hands. The 
iQ^is an interesting piece of 
architecture. Toyota has 
managed to take a vehicle 
that’s a scant three metres 


long (roughly 30 centime¬ 
tres longer than a Smart 
fortwo) and create a rolhng 
habitat for four people. 

The previous statement, 
however, requires some 
clarification. The person sit¬ 
ting directly behind the 
driver will either have to be 
veiy small, or sufficiently 
flexible to sit cross-legged 
for extended periods. 

For all practical purposes, 
the iQ^is essentially a three- 
person proposition, but it 
still puts the Smart to 
shame. Young urban singles 
and multi-car famihes are 
the likely targets, but more 
car can be had for about the 
same money from other au¬ 
tomakers with as good, or 
better fuel-efficiency stats. 

But don’t discount the 
iQ,’s certain indescribable 
charm factor. After all, it 
worked for the Corolla.

Ensure all door 
locks work properly and 
triple check the trunk 
release latch and motorized 
tailgate for proper 
operation in both 
directions, if so equipped. 

Hard shifting or engine 
performance issues could 
be caused by a faulty pow¬ 
ertrain control module, not 
the drivetrain itself. 

Verdict 

Smaller and less-thirsty al¬ 
ternatives to the QX56 are 
available in the used mar¬ 
ket, should this enormous 
Infiniti’s size and power 
prove overkill. Those set 
on a QX56 should opt for a 
model familiar to a selling 
Infiniti dealer.
